This protest, 
dated August 4, is based on a report by Baron Danthouard, the plenipotentiary accredited 
French government to represent the French Red Cross at war prison camps. , 

Baron Danthouard, states that a thousand French prisoners have been taken from camps at 
Erfurt, Ohrdruff. Damistadt, Friedrichsfeld, Munster and Merseburg and sent to the Hanoverian 
swamps, a region of notorious unhealthfulness, there to be employed in draining and clearing land.

VILLA BACKS DOWN.

Francisco Villa today withdrew his 
order to foreign mining corporations 
to send representatives to a meeting 
tomorrow at Chihuahua City to act on 
a “matter of great importance,“ pre- 
sumably a forced loan, and promised 
to release from the order of confisca- 
tion, goods of foreign merchants and 
mining companies seized at Chihua- 
hua City and Juarez. 

Villa’s action was taken at a three- 
hour conference with Gen. Hugh L. 
Scott, chief of staff of the United 
States Army and C. Carothers, 
State Department agent at the home 
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of J. FT. Williams, Gen. Scott's head- 
quarters. Alberto Madero also at- 
tended the meeting. 

The conference first arranged to be 
held at the eustomhouse on the 
Mexican side of the international 
bridge was shifted early today to the 
headquarters of Gen Scott. Gen. Via 
and his bodyguard in automobiles 
were received at the United States 
end of the bridge by an escort of the 
Sixteenth Infantry in automobiles. 

SCOTT'S ANNOUNCEMENT. 

The announcement of the result of 
the conference came briefly from 
Gen. Scott: “Gen. Villa told us he 
had called off the meeting of the 
mining men and that the goods of 
foreign merchants confiscated at Chi- 
huahua and Juarez would be re- 
leased.

EL PASO (Tex) Aug. 10.—A de- 
cree signed by Gen. Villa and pro- 
mulgated by Gen. Francisco Esct-
